Washington, February 6.—Pres!- 


,@ent Wilson today refused the re- 


quest of railroad labor union repre- 
sentatives that he investigate rail- 
road executives’ claims before the 
railroad labor board that the car- 
ylers must adjust wages or face 
bankruptcy. He also declined to 
submit the matter to congress. 

The president set forth his posi- 
tion on ‘the appeals made to himina 
telegram addressed to two of the 
railway labor unions and to the As- 


sociation of Railway executives, who 


also had sent a communication to 
the white house. 

Confidence was expressed by the 
president that all questions dealing 
with railroad labor and management 
might be left safely to the two bod- 
jes eatrusted under the transporta- 
tion act with such matters—the 
railroad labor board and the inter- 
state commerce commissions He ac- 
cordingly informed the labor and 
carrier representatives that he was 
submitting copies of telegrams re- 
ceived from them to these'two bod- 
ies as “the only action deemed nec- 
essary.”

BRITAIN MUST CEASE 
ANTI-RUSS ACTIVITY 


London Is Startled by 
Far-Reaching Extent of 
Soviet Requirements for 
Treaty. 


London, February 6.—A new note 
from Foreign Minister Tchitcherin 
to Lord Curzon, with new and start- 
ling demands forming a preamble to 
any Russo-British agreement, has 
created a sensation in London. 

The demands which, the note says, 
are considered vital by Moscow, and 
which are sure to be hotly contested 
by Great Britain, begin with the re- 
quest that Great Britain refrain 
from anti-Russian activities and 
propaganda in Persia, Afghanistan, 
India and Asia Minor. 

“Russia and Great Britain,” it is 
further demanded, “shall réciprocal- 
ly engage themselves to respect the 
independence and integrity of Per- 
sia, Afghanistan and territory of the 
Turkish national assembly.” 

Tchitcherin’s note points out that 
Great Britain, in the ‘Yast six 
months, has committed “various 
acts of Open hostility against Rus- 
sia.” It cites the British prevention - 
of the conclusion of both the Russo- | 
Persian and the Russo-Polish peace 
treaties. 

Further, Tchitcherin demands that 
Great Britain refrain from giving

Called Upon to Aid. 

“The Georgia Children’s Home so- 
ciety has been called upon to care 
for a number of* babies from Mrs. 
Mitchell's maternity home, and 
from other institutions. There 
have been many others, unfortu- 
nately, that we could not help. At 
least half of the babies die after 
they have been so disposed of, in 
my opinion, 

“Mrs. E. A. South, who got eleven 
babies from Mrs. Mitchell, was 
evidently a mighty good nurse be- 
cause of her love for children.*That 
was lucky for the babies, but two 
of them died in Mrs, South’s care, 
just the same. Think of the others 
who received nothing like the same 
care and affection. 

“I think a baby born of an un- 
married mother is just as valuable 
to the world and deserves just as 
much chance as one born under the 
rules and conventions of society. 
And I can say that our society has 
realized ,marvelous results from 
such’ children. Invariably they have 
proved to be sound, intelligent, even 
brilliant. . j 

“We have got to provide for the 
unhappy girls who become unmar- 
ried mothers. And we can’t “throw 
their babies upon the world indis- 
criminately. Georgia should have 
the right law.

Callao, Peru, February 6.—The 
Atlantic fleet, led by Admiral Henry 
B. ;Wilson’s flagship Pennsylvania, 
safled. for Panama this evening to 
join the Pacific fleet. 

Prior to the fleet’s departure, 
President~Augusto Leguia review- 
ed it from the cruiser Almirante 
Grau. 

Heavy fog which had overhung 
the harbor since the drrival of the 
fleet, spoiled the festival yesterday 
evening which, with the reception 
aboard the flagship~by Admiral 
Wilson for President Leguia, ended 
the elaborate program of entertain- 
meant. 

During the course of the recep- 
tion President Legyia emphasized 
the affection of the Peruvian gov- 
ernment and people~for the United 
States. He expressed his gratitude 
that all the Peruvian papers had 
been filled with expressions of 
good will toward the United States 
during the fleet’s visit.

The invitation extended by the 
entente for Germany to send ‘Trepre- 
sentatives on March 1 to the Lon- 
don conference on reparations is 
construed hetfe as indicating that 
the allies expect Germany to sub- 
mit counter-proposals and that the 
negotiations at Brussels by the .ex- 
perts on financial and economic 
affairs are therefore superfluous for 
the time being. (The postponement 
of the Brussels conferefices until 
early’ March, after the London con- 
ference was recently announced 
from Paris). 

Drafting Proposals. 

Leaders of German industry, ship- 
ping and finance have been arriv- 
ing in Berlin during the past few 
days for consultations with the gov- 
ernment’s staff of economic experts 
who under the direction of Under 
Secretary Bergmann, of the ministry 
of economics, are engaged in the 
drafting of the German counter- 
proposals. ‘ 

Much of the press comment in re- 
gard to -the situation* warns the 
government against pinning its 
faith on the possibijlity that the at- 
titude of the hew Washington gov- 
ernment will supply Germany with 
moral backing. These commenta- 
tors urge the government to pre- 
sent Germany’s case strictly on its 
own merits. 


Disarmament Problems. 


Commenting on the conference of 
the premiers with the cabinet, The 
Tageblatt says the participants left 
it with confidence that,their inter- 
ests would be safeguarded at the 
London meeting of the allies. The. 
Lokal Anzéiger,: dealing with the 
disarmament question, says Bavaria 
will submit to the disarmament re- 
quirements, but the various news- 
papers commentators agree that 
reservations were made as to dis- 
armament in East Prussia. Gen- 
eral von Seecht, the chief-of-staff, 
is quoted as declaring that the Pol- 
ish demobilization is only,a pretense 
and that the Poles would be able in 
one day’s march to penetrate the 
frontiers.

Tokio Newspaper Says Gov- 


grnment Plans Sentence on 
Langdon Killer. 


Tokio, February 5.—In a sensa- 
ticnal article today The Kokumin 
Shimbun, regarded ‘as the organ of 
the military party, charges the for- 
eisn office with negotiating with 
the war department te secure the 
imposition of a sentence upon the 
Japanese sentry at Viadivostok in 
the Langdon incident. It alleges 
that the foreign office aims to “sac- 
rifice’” the seatry with the object 
ot avoiding a troublesome diplomat- 
ic complication with America over 
the shooting of the naval officer, 
and to court the good will of the 
American government by _ this 
méans. 

The newspaper cftims that many 
influentfal Japanese officials are 
critical of the foreign office for 
what they charge has been its in- 
terference in the case. The leading 
inhabitants of the sentry’s home vil- 
lage of Kochi, in co-operation with 
the prefecture, The Kokumin do- 
clares, have organized an_ associa- 
tion to sécure national support for 
the cause of:the sentry, whom they

FOR ROW IN NAVY 


Plan Actual Tests of Rel- 

ative Value of Battle- 
ships’ and Aircraft in 
Naval Combat. _ 


Washington, February 6.—The 
controversy as to the relative su- 
periority of battleships and air- 
craft, which recently has stirred 
the navy and war departments and 
has bobbed up in congress, may be 
settled through actual tests, high 
naval officials said tonight.’ 

Brigadier General William Mitch- 
ell, assistant chief of the air serv- 
ice, who recently told a congreés- 


of tke present-day dreadnaught, 
and other air service officers are 
understood to have issued a virtual 
challenge to the navy department 
to permit them to prove their con- 
tentions. The navy department is 
a firm believer in the superiority 
of the capital ship, and, naval offi- 
cers believe, will accept the chal- 
lenge in the hope of settling the 
controversy, at least for the time 
being. 
Asks Formal Request. 
General Mitchell has asked his 
superiors in the war department to 
send a formal request to Secretary 
Daniels that two torpedo boats, two 
supply vessels and one battleship 
be. designated for the tests. Naval 
officers express the belief that 
such a request, even if made, would 
be refused because of the large 
amount of material involved and 
the cost of fitting the five vessels 
with distant radio control  ap- 


‘ paratus. 


There is a strong likelihood, how- 
ever, naval . officers said today, 
that the old battleship Iowa, already 
fitted with radio control gear and 
capable of a speed of more than 
ten knots and of being maneuvered 
with no one on board, will be used 
as target for aerial bombs after 
experiments now being conducted 
on the cdntrol] device are completed. 

May Use Lighters. 

Anothér suggestion going the 
rounds of the navy department now 
is that large lighters be towed at 
high speed behind destroyers or 
cruisers and used as targets. Many 
officers believe that no test of the 
ability of the aviators to hit naval 
vessels would bé conclusive unless 
the target were moving at least 
twenty knots an hour, pointing out 
that all modern cruisers, battle 
cruisers, battleships and destroyers 
and the proposed .airplane carriers 
have more speed than this. If the 
lighters weré used, it was said, a 
constructive area equal to that of 
a capital surface ship would be al- 
lowed the aviators around the 


lighter in which all hits would be 
counted. : 

No test even under these condi- 
tions would be entirely conclusive, 
many naval officers maintain, be- 
cause all of the elements of de- 
fense would be lacking, including 
anti-aircraft guns and protective 
aircraft. It was generally conceded, 
however, that such experiments as 
General -<Mitchell has proposed 
would give a good idea of the abfi- 
ity of the aviators to actually hit 
a vesse] moving on the water.

Six of Children 


Mrs. Mitchell Says She Wel- 
comes State Aid in Find- 
ing Babies’ Homes. 


BEB. A. South, whose protests re- 
suited in the consent of his wife 
to the return of the “triplets,” 
which she had claimed as her own, 
to St. Mary’s hospital Satur- 
day, sat whittling toys for the 
other children from the institution, 
whom he says he will legally adopt, 
when a reporter visited the home 
at 23 Weyman street last night. 

The husband stated most em- 
phatically that he had not changed 
his mind in regard to the 
“triplets.” “Those we have here 
now,” he observed, referring to the 
remaining six adopted youngsters, 
“are just like our own. We'll give. 
them a home as long as we can. 
But we won't attempt to take care 
of the other three. 

“A couple came here a little while 
ago’ who wanted to adopt two and 
maybe all three of them, and I 
told them how to get over to the 
hospital.” 

Will Keep Children. 

Then Mrs. Alice Sonth came in 
from the back room, where she was 
preparing some of the children for 
bed. “Yes,” she said, “we’re going 
to keep the children we've had be- 
fore the triplets. We're going to 
try and give them a home until 
they’re old enough to look out for 
themselves.” 

At 22 Windsor street, one block 
off Whitehall, Mrs. M. T. Mitchell, 
who operates the St. Mary’s mater- 
nity hospital, remarked that a 
couple had called to see her a few 
midutes ago, but had not selected 
any of the triplets to adopt. 
“They’re upstairs now,” she said. 

Mrs. Mitchell said that nothing 
would please her more than to have 
the state welfare board or any 
other charitable organization co- 
operate with her, or take entire 
charge of the finding of homes for 
the unfortunate children from the 
hospital. 

“While the secretary of the board 
is making an investigation of the 
few wnfortunately placed babies, 
why not investigate the hundreds 
of children who have good homes, 
with the love of a mother (which 
means 80 much to a baby) and 
father and the respect of the public, 
instead of the finger of scorn 
pointed at it all its life? I have 
babies in some of the wealthiest 


“He also states that when I place 
a baby in a homelI considerNmy re- 
sponsibility at an end. This is pos- 
itively not true. If the welfare 
board objects so seriously to the 
way I place babies, why have none 
of them ever been out here and#¢ 
offered or suggested so0me better 
way? I would be more than glad to 
let them find homes for the babies. 
Neither is it my fault that the state’ 
has no laws regulating this. If they 
can have a law passed that will 
force a man to care for his illegiti- 
mate child, I will be more than glad 
to comply in every way to help en- 
force that law. 

Have Obeyed the Law. 

“The welfare board leaves the im- 
pression that the babies in my care 
receive no attention and are placed 
as soon as they are born. I have 
babies as Old as nine ‘months, and 
will welcome a comparison to any- 
one—with any institution in the 
State. I have never refused to 
comply with any law made by the 
state @r city, and I have never re- 
ceived a kind word from an At- 
lantan, much less a donation to help 


eare for any of these unfortunate 
little ones. All other cities the size 
of Atlanta have these homes, and 
the city officials co-operate with 
them and feel and take an interest 
in them, while I am spoken of as a 
criminal, because I am trying to 
save the lives of these little unfor- 
tunate babies, and because I don’t 
have all the charity I do written up 
in the papers.

TREE ANBSHES 


Four-Year-Old Child Kill- 
ed, Woman Wounded 

| and Civilians Injured, 
Total Results. 


Belfast, February 6.—Dublim dis- 
patches today revealed that Satur- 
day night that city experienced a 
sensation when loud explosions ana 
continusus volleys, resembling the 
sounds of a battle on a smal! scale 
became audible from the distant 
suburbs. It turned out that three 
ambushes had occurged, one of 
which resulted in the killing of a 
4-vear-old child. 

The first ambuskt was 
neighborhood .of Merrion square, 
shortly before & o’clock Explo- 
sicns which shook some of the old- 
er houses to their foundations were 
fcllowed by fusillades of rifle and 
revolver tire. The inhabitants 
sought refuge in their cellars, 
while persons in the street were 
stampeded by the firing. What nad 
bappened was that. three bombs 
were flung at a lorry filled with 
soldiers. This precipitated an ex- 
crange of shots which lasted several 
minutes without effect except for 
the wounding of two civiiilans by 
bomb splinters. 

The second ambush occurred on 
the south side of the city, where 
two military lorries were bombed, 
and there was a similar brisk ex- 
change of firing. A child of 4 years 
was shot through the head, and a 
woman was wounded and taken tv 
a hospital. 

The third ambush occurred at 9 
. m, when two military *lorries 
were attacked at Rathmines, in the 
south suburbs, in the vicinity of tine 
Catholic chapel. Some civilians, in- 
cluding a boy, received® unimpor- 
tant injuries. 

The report from Dublin castle 
claims that several civilians were 
hit in the affair at Merrion square, 
five civilians in the south side inci- 
dent and two yoyng men in the 
Rethmines encounter. 

The castle also reports that near 
Clonmei a patrol of the Devon regi- 
ment discovered a body of vivilians 
preparing an ambush. A skirmish 
which followed resulted in the kiii- 
iny of a civilian. 

Merrion Square, in a fashionable 
quarter of Dublin, there were wild 
scenes of terror and confusion dur- 
ing the five minutes that the out- 
break lasted in this section. Bombs, 
rifles and pistols made a fearful 
clatter and the civillans in the 
square caught in the midst of a 
battle without the slightest warn- 
ing made a wild break for cover. 
The troops did not cease fire until 
the attacking party dispersed.

BAD TASTE, 

A pecullar cause of an unpleasant 
taste in the mouth is mentioned by 
Dr. Louis H. Levy in a recent con- 
tribution to the New York Medical 
Journal. Dr. Levy accounts for a 
“brassy” taste, commonly complain- 


ed of, on the basis of an electrical] 
cell in the mouth. It seems that 
some. dental fillings are of one me- 
tal and some of another, and when 
two metals are immersed in an acid 
medium, an electric battery is pro- 
duced. The current generated be- 
tween a copper or Ne amalgam 
filling and a gold cap, for example, 
creates a metallic or “brassy” taste, 
the electrolytic action being suffi- 
cient to cause solution of one of 
the metals. Dr. Levy asserts that 
the electrolytic action and the bad 
taste may be stopped by the use of 
alkaline mouth washes, and perhaps 
milk of magnesia is the best for the 
purpose. 


bad taste in the mouth mornings, 
whether the nasal obstruction is 


due to enlarged turbinates, simple 
chronic rhinitis, adenoids, or enlarg- 
ed tonsils. - 

Decayed teeth and pyorrhea are 
everyday causes of bad taste as 
well as foul breath. 


In cases of various digestive dis- 
turbances in. which there is insuf- 


ficient acid in the stomach a bad 
taste and a foul breath may be 
caused by reverse peristalsis, that 
is, the wavelike movements carry 
material back toward the mouth in- 
stead of down through the stomach 
This state of affairs fs a frequent 
One in persons who imagine them- 
selves “bilious.” The “dark brown 
taste” is due to material regurgi- 
tated in minute quantities from the 
stomach up into the throat: and 
this material coats the back of the 
tongue yellowish. But be it un- 
derstood- that “biliousness” just 
isn’t; or in other words, there is 
nothing wrong with the bile appa- 
ratus or the liver, particularly in 
such cases, at least not until the 
deluded victim begins taking pot- 
shots at his liver with divers and 
sundry medicines. 


Now and then a persistent bad 
taste in the mouth is due to early 
arteriosclerosis or early nephritis 
(Bright’s disease), as Dr. Thomas 
F. Reilly pointed out several years 
ago. 

Secretion retained in the crypts 
or openings of the tonsil may cause 
a bad taste at intervals. Retained 


secretion or detritus of this kind 
is a very frequent cause of foul 
breath. he physiclan may express 
such masses when examining the 
tonsils and give prolonged relief. 

Infection of one of the nasa) sin- 
uses is a fairly common cause of 
foul taste. 


Various drugs not particularly 
disagreeable to take may be elim- 


inated in part through the salivary 
secretion and cause extremely un- 
Ata taste in the mouth after- 
ward. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS.

Our baby, born after.a difficult 
breech delivery, was found to have

ANSWER—Circumstances in such 
a serious time may well preclude 
a careful examination of the infant. 


Ordinarily the doctor does very well 
if he saves the baby’s life. 


Does Runny-s Shorten Life? 


Kindly let me know whether run- 
ning shortens a person’s life. Re- 
cently, while practicing, I met an 
athlete who advised me to give up 
this branch of athletics, because, he 
said, it strains the heart and short- 
ens a man’s life by ten to:twenty 
years. (M. R.) 


ANSWER—One of the eontestants 
in the Marathon race of the last 


Olympic contest fell dead by the 
roadside. Running, like any other 
athletic effort carried beyond the 
individuaV’s endurance, in a contest, 
such as football, undoubtedly over- 
taxes the heart. Even though the 
athlete collapses, with acute dila- 
tion of the heart, recovery usually 
ensues, with sufficiently prolonged 
rest, although the victim may never 
regain his “wind” sufficiently to 
engage in athletic efforts or con- 
tests again. Training for an ath- 
letic contest is strictly a question 
of developing the heart to an abnor- 
mal size and power; it is a ques- 
tion not of the athlete’s .leg or 
chest muscles but of his heart mus- 
clés. This takes time and expe 

judgment, such judgment as the 
specially educated physiéal director 
It is there- 
fare.unwise for boys of high schoo!) 
age to enter training for sevete 
athletic contests without such im- 
mediate direction and observation. 
Of course, a heart once dilated by 
overstrain, as in an endurance con- 
test for which the athlete is inade- 
quately trained, may fall in some 
vital emergency, such as typhoid 


ter on, and so shorten life. Aside 
from such accidents, due to too 
short a period ef training or to 
lack of proper supervision, there is 
nothing in the notion that athletic 
activity shortens life. Intelligent 
athletic activity rather tends to 
lengthen life.

From Colonial Days to Present 


Tn compliance with an act passed | 
by the legislature of 1909, February 
12 has been set aside as Georgia 
Day, cOmmemorating the day when 
Oglethorpe and his band of freedom 
seekers landed near Savannah. } 
Schools throughout the state will 
celebrate the event on next Friday, 
February 11, as this is the last 
school day of the week. 

To give Georgians a knowledge 
of the meaning of the constitution" 
of the state and what it symbolizes, 
Secretary of State S. "Guyt McLen- 
don has written a history of the 
great seal of the state from the 
time of the colony under the trus- 
tees, through revolutionary times, 
the civil war and up to the present 
days. 

Secretary 
follows: 

“The general assembly in 1909 
passed a law declaring that the 
twelfth day of February in each 
year shall be observed in the public 
schools in this state under the name 
of Georgia Way, as the anniversary 
of the landing of the first colonists 
in Georgia under Oglethorpe. The 
legislature, somehow, fixed the 
wrong day of the month, but that 
is not very material. The act of 
1909 says: ‘It shall be the duty of 
the state school commissioner 
through the county school commis- 
sioners, annually to cause the teach- 
ers of the schools under their super- 
vision to conduct on that day exer- 
cises in whioh the pupils shall take 
part, consisting of written composi- 
tions, readings, recitations, ad- 
dresses or other exercises relating 
to this state and its history and to 
the lives of distinguished Geor- 
gians.’” 

In celebrating Georgia Day noth- 
ing could be more appropriate than 
to give some attention to the his- 
tory and the meaning of the great 


seal. The great seal used by the 
trustees, and that used today, had 
two faces: ‘That, for authentication 
of legislative acts, deeds and com- 
missions contained this dévice: two 
figures resting upon urns, from 
which flowed streams typifying the 
rivers forming the northern and 
southern boundaries of the province. 
In their hands were spades, sug- 
gesting agriculture as the chief em- 
ployment of the settlers. Above and 
in the center was seated the genius 


McLendon’s statement 


of the colony, a spear in his Hat pSemerements. 


hand, the left placed upon a cornu 
copia, and a liberty cap upon her 
head. Behind, upon a gentle emin- 
ence, stood a tree, and above was 
engraved this legend: Colonia Geor- 
Zia Aug. On the other § face, 
which formed the common seal to 
be fixed to grants, orders and cer- 
tificates, were seen silk-worms, in 
the various stages of their labor, 
and the appropriate motto non sibi 
sed aliis.’ 


Displaced After Charter. 


“This seal of the trustees was dis- 
Placed after the surrender of the 
charter; and, while under the royal 
government, the design of the great 1 
seal adopted in 1754 was as follows: 
‘On the tace was a figure represent- 
ing the genius of the colony offer* 
ing a skein of silk to his majesty, 
with the motto, ‘“Hinc laudem spe- 
rate coloni,” and this inscription 
around the cincumference, “Sigillum 
Provinciae nostrae Georgiae in. 
America.” On the other side appear- 
ed his majesty’s arms, crown, garter, 
Supporters, and motto, with the in- 
scription, “Georgius II., Dei Gratia 
Magnae Britanni&e Franciae et Hi- 
berniae Rex, Fidei Defensor, Bruns- 
vici et Luneburgi Dux, Sacri Romani | 
Imperij Archi Thesauratius et Prin- 
ceps Elector.’” 

“The official title of the royal gov- 
ernor was this: Captain-general and 
governor in chief of his majesty’s 
Province of Georgia, and vice ad- 
miral of the same, and he was ad- 
dressed as ‘your excellency.’ 

“Independence was, of course, de- 
clared July 4, 1776, and the declaru- 
tion of independence was signed Au- 
gust 2, 1776, by alk those who were 
members of the continental con- 
gress at the time cf its adoption 
except Thomas McKean, who did 
tion not sign until 178T: Within 
six months after the declaration of 
independence, Georgia, as a state, 
adopted her first constitution. One 
section of that constitution was as 
follows: ‘The great seal of this 
state shall have the following de- 
vice: On one side a scroll, whereon 
shall be engraved “The Constitution 
of the State of Georgia; and the 
motto, “Pro bono publico!” on the 
Other side an elegant house, anda 
other buildings; fields of corn, and: 
meadows covered with sheep and 
cattle; a river running through the 
same, with a ship under full sail; 
and the motto, “Deus nobis haec 
otia fecit.”’ 

No Change in Charter. 

“The constitution adopted in 1789 
simply continued the Great Seal of 
1777 without change. The const!- 
tution of 1798, Artiele 2, Section 13. 
provided that ‘the general assembly 
shall, at their first session after

Sought Investigation 

The railroad workers in their 
first telegram, signed by the heads 
of seven uniéns and _ transmitted 
through B. M. Jewell, president of 
the railway employes’ department 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, asked the president to investi- 
gate the carriers’ assertion as made 
by W. W. Atterbury, vice-president 
of the Pennsylvania lines, before 
the railroad labor board in Chicago. 
Mr. Atterbury had declared that the 
Sagat of the country must be 
permitted to readjust wages or face 
the danger of bankruptcy. The 
union heads asked the president to 
investigate this statement and if 
found to be based on faets, which 
the union heads said they doubted, 
to ask congress to enact remedial 
legislation at once. 

The telegram from the union 
heads brought forth a communica- 
tion from the Association of Rail- 
way Executives who charged that 
the union request was “Plumb Plan 
League propaganda.” In a sub- 
scribed telegram the union heads 
denied this charge and declared 
there was no economic justification 
for any wage readjustment at the 
present time. 

CUYLER EXPRESSES 
RAILROADS’ GRATIFICATION. 

Chicago, February 6.—Thomas 
Dewitt C , chairman of the As- 
sociation et Railway Executives, to- 
night replied to President Wilson's 
telegram on the railroad situation 
by telegraphing the chief executive 
that the railroads were gratified 
that he had seen fit to ‘refer the 
questions involved to the interstate 
commerce commission and railway 
labor board. 

The railway labor unions deferred 
comment on President Wilson’s } 
telegram until tomorrow, several 
of the chief executrves of the unions 
being out of the city tonight.

St. Germain, France, February 6.— 
Nineteen years ago, M. Metyger, an 
Alsatian, died with the fires of re- 
venge against Germany still burn- 
ing in his heart. When his will was 
opened it was found tat he had 
provided rewards for a contest in 
bravery among French enlisted sol- 
diers tn event. France éver again 
warred against the teutons, 

The war came, and Sunday the 
contest was decided. Five poilus, 
Selected from 466 of the most deco- 
rated French warriors, were pre- 
sented with annuities of 800 francs 
each in a dramatic ceremony here. 

The awards were made by Pres!- 
dent Millerand in the presenec of 
Marshal Foch, General Gouard and 
Vice Admiral Ronarch, among other 
lesser celebrities. 

All enlisted men in the French 
service were eligible for the con- 
test under the provisions of the 
fiery Alsatian’s will. Of those to 
finally win the unique honor and 
its accompanying pecuniary reward, 
one was a first mate in the ma- 
rines; three were top-sergeants and 
one was a corporal. All wore the 
decorations of the legion, Militaire 
and Croix. de Gwerre. All were 
wounded in service; one had. re- 
ceived thirteen. citations; another 
eight, and a ‘third, five. All were 
of humble extraction, two being 
still mobilized, and of the three now 


out of service, one is a farm hand, 
one a shepherd andthe third an up- 
holsterer. 

Each, in turn, after being pre- 
sented with his award was felicitat- 
ed by the notables present.

New York, February 6—As 4a 
stock market influence the indem- 
nity discussion fell rather flat, oti- 
er than to discourage trading, 30 
that the week just closed has been 


one of the dullest since the war.. 


The inactivity represents also the 
slowing down:of general business, 
a fact sufficient in itself to keep 
the public out of the market. As 
soon as business really begins to 
show a pickup, the public will feel 
more inclined to turn its attention 
to stock trading in the expectation 
of taking advantage of the improve 
ment in stock values which must 
necessarily accompany greater earn- 
ing capacity on the part of the con- 
cerns represented. 

Furthermore, there is the psycho- 
logical fact that the non-profession- 
al trader does not, as a rule, oper- 
ate on qa declining market. In his 
ordinary business he relies for his 
rrofits upon the enhancement of 
values and he carries this habit of 
mind into his stock speculation as 
well It is only the experienced 
trader who operates on the short 
side of the market. 

The principal item of discussion 
has been the German ey: The 
Proposition upon which loyd- 
George and Briand have agreed, of 
an equivalent of $55,000,000,000, al- 
though the sum seems to be firc- 
ured differently according to vari- 
cus methods of calculation, seems 
to be regarded in many quarters as 
excessive, while the 12 per cent ex- 
port tax is generally condemned. 
Naturally Germany is opposed to the 
proposition, but that might have 
been expected in any case. 


Business Improving. 


General business is slowly im- 
proving. Just at present it may 
seem to be very slow, but it is at 
least not going backward. If there 
is any disappointment thus far it 1s 
because there has been too great a 
degree of optimism in some quar- 
ters, something which has been 
steadily warned against by con- 
servative thinkers. The writer has 
tried to urge this view for some 
time, for the best that can be ex- 
pected is a more or less unsettled 
Situation until spring, after which 
there should be more evidense of a 
pickup, which should become pro- 
nounced by midsummer. 

It was stated in this column two 
months ago that a survey of condi- 
ticns by 50 large industrial concerns 
foretold quiet conditions for the 
first three months of the year, with 


sxradual improvement thereafter anid 
decided improvement the latter half 
of the vear. The month of January 
has verified this prediction, except 
that the improvement is a little 
more noticeable than expected. But 
there should not b 
gree of discour 
should bo some 
ing the next mofith, although it dues 
not follow thag this should be the 
case. But it will be observed that 
Governor Harding has confirmed 
the predictions so far as the im- 
mediate outlook is concerned. It is 
possible that developments in the 
railroad sitfation may upset this 
program temporarily, but that 
seems to be the only uncertain fac- 
tor in the field. 

Roads Losing. 

The railroads have not been do- 
ing very well. General W. W. At- 
terbury, vice president of the Penn- 
sylvania system, declares that pre- 
liminary estimates for the month of 
January show that 36 roads failed 
to earn their operating expenses, the 
key to which is the inflated labor 
cost. General Atterbury insists that 
there must be an immediate read- 
justment of labor conditions if the 
roads area to survive, and this is met 
by a threat from the unions that 
there will be a strike if there is 
ary attempt to cut wages. The 
statement of the railway executives 


is based on reason, and that of the 


unions on unreason. : 

' It is a concrete fact that the raii- 
roads are piling up a deficit which 
must be covered by the government 
guarantee, It is another concrete 
fect that wage scales were placed 
on their present high basis to meet 
the exaxgerated cost of living which 
the figures of the department of la- 
hor in Washington show to be ma- 
terially reduced.

PLANS BEING MANE Boy Scouts ‘in Atlanta Will 
Celebrate Anniversary Week 


FOR COASTAL ROAD 


Hard Surface Road Touch: 
ing Wilmington, Charles- 
ton, Savannah, Bruns- 
wick and Jacksonville. 


Brunswick, Ga. February 6.— 
(Speeial.)—Initial steps looking to 
the building of a coastal hard-sur- 
faced automobile road from Wil- 
mington, N. C., to Miam!}, Fla., 
touching the ports of Wilmington, 
N. C., Charleston, & C., Savannah 
and Brunswick, Ga., and Jackson- 
ville, Fla., were taken at a meeting 
held in Brunswick Saturday under 
the auspices of the Young Men’s 
club. The meetingy was called pri- 
marily for the punpose of taking 
up the question of improving the 
Dixie highway between Savannah 
and Jgacksonville. 

Aincng those present w2re W. R. 
Neal state road engineer, represen- 
tatives of Judge Phillips, occupying 
the same position in Florida; Secre- 
tary Kessler, of the Jacksonville 
Chamber of Commerce; J. C. Buie, 
chairman of the county commission- 
ers of Camden county, and others. 

Mr. Neal, in a short address, said 
that the state of Georgia was vita!- 
ly interested in the Savannah- 
Brunswick-Jacksonville link of the 
Dixie highway, pointing out the fact 
thar the state was now expending 
approximately $200,000 in -building 
bridges and a road across the Al- 
tamaha river. He said that he had 
already favorably passed upon a rec- 
ommendation for the improvement 
of the road from Savannah to Da- 
rien, and that three tractors have 
been assigned to that road and 
would soon be at work, and that 
he would recommend at once for 
work on the road between Bruns- 
wick and the Florida line, passing 
through both Glynn and Camden 
coun Short addresses. were [| 
made number of others pres- 
ent, and they all pledged their sup- 
port in an effort now being made 
to make the road all the way from 
Savannah -to Jacksonville an ex- 
cellent one. 

On motion of Secretary Kessler, 
of the Jacksonville Chamber of Com- 
merce, the secretary of the Five 
Ports association, composed of Wil- 
mington, Charleston, Savannah, 
Brunswick and Jacksonville, and| 
who is located in Savannah, was re- 
quested to call a meeting, to be 
held in Savannah in the near future, 
to which will be invited road enthu- 
siastis from all five of these ports, 
together with county commission- 
ers of the various counties in North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia 
and Florida, through which the pro- 
posed road will pass, together with 
representatives of the various state 
good roads departments. At this 
meeting it is planned to at once Start 
work looking to the establishing of 
a great highway connecting all of 
the pofts, starting from’ Wilming- 
ton and going to Jacksonville, and 
there connecting with the road to 
Miami, Fla. It was pointed out that 
much of the road from Wilmington 
to Jacksonville is now in excellent 
condition; that within a few more 
months the barrier along the route, 
that of crossing the Altamaha riv- 
er, will be removed. and then, with 
a proper organization behind the 
movement, it is.believed that the 
coastal route can be entirely com- 
pleted during the present year. 

A copy of the resolution passed at 
the meeting will at once be mailed 
to the secretary of the Five Ports 
association in Savannah, and it is 
expected that he will call the meet- 
ing suggested for Savannah at.an 
early date, to which every county 
interested will be urged to send rep- 
resentatives. 

As far as the road from Savannah 
to Jacksonville is concerned, it Is 
certain that it will .be open and 
This

the Altamaha bridge will be ready 
for traffic, the road from Savan-
